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A CALLOUS teenager 
stole more than £1,400 
from his doting 
grandmother to fund 
a luxury holiday to 
Spain. 

Joshua Hancock, 18, 
committed the heartless 
theft from his loving 
gran, Gwendoline Han¬ 
cock, by swiping her 
credit cards during a 
visit to her home and 
using them to book 
flights and hotels on the 
internet, Ely Magis¬ 
trates’ Court heard. 

It left Mrs Hancock “heart¬ 
broken”, the court was told. 

But the treacherous teen 
received his just deserts when 
his money ran out. Unable to 
find a job, he ended up sleeping 
rough for a month in Spain 
and was forced to ring his 
parents to beg for help. 

Yetunde Fawehinmi, pros¬ 
ecuting, explained how Mrs 
Hancock’s generosity towards 
her grandson, which saw her 
buy him a £2,000 car, had been 
so cruelly repaid. 

She said: “She wanted to live 
close to him and helped him 
out financially by buying him 
a vehicle, costing £2,000, and 
was funded with fuel by her. 

“Things started to sour 
when she realised he had 
started to steal and he was not 
allowed at her house unsuper¬ 
vised.” 

However, Hancock visited 
her home in Littleport on 
August 3 with a friend and 
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took her credit cards from her 
handbag while she was dis¬ 
tracted. 

It was only when she 
received her bank statements a 
few weeks later that the theft 
emerged. 

Miss Fawehinmi added: “She 
feels hurt, let down and heart¬ 
broken by what has happened 
and that it has been done by a 
member of her own family. 

“The defendant told police 
he had been going through a 
tough period. He had lost his 
job, was about to lose his 
accommodation and had devel¬ 
oped a cocaine addiction. He 
decided to run away from his 
problems.” 

Michael Judkins, mitigating, 
said: “He is disgusted and 
ashamed of his behaviour. 

“His life was a complete 
mess. He used the break to 
straighten out his head - he 
wanted to sort his life out.” 

Chairman of the bench 
Harvey Harrison condemned 
Hancock’s behaviour after the 
young bricklayer pleaded 
guilty to obtaining £1,445 
through false representation. 

Sentencing him to serve 200 
hours of unpaid community 
work, he said: “You took 
advantage of a vulnerable old 
lady, who is a close relative and 
had supported you, being very 
generous in providing you 
with a car. 

“It was a very unkind act.” 

He also ordered him to pay 
back the money and £100 court 
costs.

Leader fights for 
school in village 
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A BITTER row has 
broken out over where a 
new secondary school 
should be built. 

Cllr Fred Brown, leader of 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council, has attacked plans by 
the county’s education bosses 
for a new secondary school on 
the north edge of Ely - 
insisting it should be built in 
Littleport instead. 

He claims the rapid growth 
in the village and outlying 
villages over the next decade - 
with an extra 700 homes 
already under construction on 
the Highfields estate - means 
Littleport needs its own 
college. 

He said: “We have three 
primary schools, including 
Little Downham, feeding 
students into the City of Ely 
Community College. With the 
significant growth of Little¬ 
port, there is a compelling case 
for a secondary school. 

“You would also remove all 
the problems of bussing the 
Littleport pupils to Ely. Pupils 
would also feel a definite sense 
of ownership of and identity 
with their college, whereas in 
Ely, there is often a division

between Ely and Littleport 
students. 

“If you want to encourage 
people to live here, then the 
first thing they look for is good 
education, so a secondary 
school is vital. 

“We have a large community, 
but it has a second-class status 
because it is feeding all chil¬ 
dren into a school elsewhere. 

“It’s a question of recog¬ 
nising the catchment area, as it 
is now defined, is outdated.” 

Cllr Brown has been backed 
in his call by the district 
council’s strategic development 
committee, which voted unan¬ 
imously last month for any new 
secondary school to be built in 
Littleport. 

It follows proposals from 


Cambridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil, which suggest creating a 
new secondary school on land 
between Ely and Chettisham - 
despite this land being 
allocated for housing in the 
revived Ely Masterplan. 

Littleport Village College 
closed in the late 1980s, 
depriving the town of a 
swimming pool, adult learning 
classes and extra-curricular 
activities for young people. The 
land was sold off two years ago 
and Littleport Primary was 
built in the old school’s play¬ 
ground. 

Cllr David Harty, cabinet 
member for learning at the 
county council, said nothing 
had been finalised. 

He said: “Depending on 
demand and growth in the 
housing market, it is likely that 
a new primary and secondary 
school will be needed at some 
point in East Cambridgeshire. 

“The secondary school will 
probably be in Ely or Littleport 
and the primary school most 
likely in Ely. “ 

“We must not impose a 
solution on the public before 
consulting with them. Con¬ 
sultation is likely to start later 
this year or early next after 
proposals have been put to 
county councillors in Novem¬ 
ber.” 
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Baroness launches

FORMER education 
secretary Estelle 
Morris praised the 
work of Ely Cathedral 
as she launched a 
scheme to attract more 
children to the ancient 
building.

Baroness Morris, a 
former teacher, said: “What 
I really like about the trust 
is that the cathedral has 
said we have looked at what 
works best, but also what 
children’s needs are now, 
making sure what we are 
doing is relevant to the 
community. 

“The church was involved 
with education long before 
the state, providing access 
to learning for the poor, 
deprived and dispossessed, 
and it’s a fine tradition, 
which is continuing here. 

“I think there is a real 
obligation for the rest of the 
community to become more 
involved in education, 
whether that is the church, 
industry or charities. 

“There is also a debate 
whether we need more 


religious schools, so it’s 
interesting to see what 
churches are doing in 
education, where they have 
been involved for many 
years.” 

The Ely Cathedral Edu¬ 
cational Trust will allow 
supporters of the cathedral 
to earmark their donations 
to the cathedral’s education 
department, which runs 
numerous historical days 
for children each year. 

Canon Alan Hargrave, 


who is responsible for 
education at the cathedral 
said: “We wish to build on 
the tremendous work 
already established and 
expand what we offer in the 
field of adult education. 

“We also want to reach 
out to some of the 
disaffected young people 
who hang around the 
cathedral grounds and hope 
the trust will enable us to 
realise these goals.’

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Hands-on day promotes science 


GIFTED young chemists enjoyed 
a day of practical experiments in 
the laboratory to mark the start 
of a Government scheme to find 
more science graduates 
Pupils from the City of Ely 
Community College, Witchford

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Arrest was a

A COCAINE dealer has 
thanked police for arrest¬ 
ing him - claiming he 
must now confront his 
seven-year drug addic¬ 
tion nightmare. 

Anthony Swift, 56, made the 
surprising statement as he 
appeared in Ely Magistrates’ 
Court on Thursday, where he 
admitted possession of class A 
and C drugs with intent to 
supply 

It follows a raid on his flat in 
Victoria Street, Littleport, on 
August 7, where police found 
22.6g of cocaine, 15g of herbal 
cannabis, £1,600 in £20 notes 
and plastic bags for packaging 
the drugs. 

But Swift’s lawyer, Adam 
Hazelhurst, told the court he 
was actually grateful for being 
caught as it had forced him to 
quit 3g-a-day cocaine habit 
which had ruined his health 
and personal relationships. 

He said: “He has told me 
getting arrested is one of the 
best things that has happened 
to him. 

“It’s given him a moment of 
clarity and made him think he

needs to address this issue off 
his own bat. 

“He tells me he had quite a 
serious cocaine habit and has 
done so for the last seven years. 
He has now not done any 
cocaine for the last seven 
weeks. 

“This was not a commercial 
enterprise - he was just selling 
to people with the same habit. 

“He had a habit which he had 
to fund - he was selling for 
financial gain to his friends. It 
is different to selling to anyone 
on the street who comes along. 

“He has also been suffering 
from emphysema and is in very 
poor health - he has done very 
well to make it to the court at 
ah.” 

However, magistrates deemed 
the matter so serious that their 
sentencing powers, which are 
limited to imposing a six-month 
jail term, were not sufficient. 

Swift will now appear for 
sentencing at Cambridge 
Crown Court once pre-sentence 
reports are prepared.

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No jail term 
for thugs who 
beat up dad 


‘All three no better 
than pack of dogs’

THUGS who repeat¬ 
edly smashed a 
man’s head on a 
tractor while his 
nine-year-old son 
cried and begged 
them to stop have 
escaped a jail term. 

Lee Grainger, his 
brother Craig and son 
Kieran attacked Paul 
Evans following an 
altercation in Chow’s 
Chinese take-away in 
High Street, Hadden- 
ham, on May 17. 

After Lee Grainger, 40, 
blocked a doorway to 
prevent the victim get¬ 
ting past, he claimed to 
have been insulted and 
set upon Mr Evans in the 
street, punching and 
kicking him about the 
head and body 

Craig, 34, and Kieran, 
18, then waded in to the 
fight. All have been 
convicted of causing 
actual bodily harm. 

Sentencing at Cam¬ 
bridge Crown Court, 
Judge Gareth Hawkes- 
worth said: “All three of 
you behaved no better 
than a pack of dogs.” 

The victim, a self- 
employed plumbing en¬ 
gineer, sustained a 


“huge” amount of 
internal bleeding follow¬ 
ing the savage attack and 
was forced to take time 
off work. 

He also suffered back 
pain, headaches and a 
ringing in his ears as a 
result of the assault, and 
has shelled out hundreds 
of pounds on treatment. 

Mr Evans had his head 
smashed on to a tractor 
and trailer parked near¬ 
by by Lee Grainger, 
before being pushed to 
the ground and having a 
knee forced in his back. 

Mark Shelley, miti¬ 
gating, admitted: “What 
happened in the street 
was a disgrace and he 
knows that.” 

The other men, who all 
live in West Road, 
Haddenham, then joined 
in the attack, ignoring 
the sobs of Mr Evans’ 
son who witnessed the 
brutal assault until a 
woman passerby also 
begged them to stop. 

Charles Myatt, pros¬ 
ecuting, said: “He had 
been crying out and 
pleading with the men to 
stop - to no avail.” 

Lee Grainger had 


previously consumed 
around seven pints of 
beer in the pub with his 
relatives, who had both 
drunk around three 
pints each - despite 
Kieran only being 17 at 
the time of the incident. 

Judge Hawkesworth 
said prison sentences 
would “deprive” rela¬ 
tives and residents as the 
men “work hard and 
contribute financially” 
to the community. 

Lee was given a 12- 
month sentence, sus¬ 
pended for two years, 
and ordered to carry out 
200 hours’ community 
service. 

Craig was given a 
nine-month sentence, 
suspended for two years, 
disqualified from driving 
for three months, and 
will have to undertake 
175 hours’ community 
service. 

The men were ordered 
to pay £862 in com¬ 
pensation and £300 in 
costs each. 

Kieran was given a 12- 
month supervision ord¬ 
er, 150 hours’ community 
service and ordered to 
pay £300 costs.

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Rosie celebrates 
its silver jubilee 


As the Rosie Maternity Hospital in 
Cambridge celebrates its 25 th 
birthday, JOHN MORGAN looks back 
at a story of babies, a millionaire’s 
mum, and Margaret Thatcher. 



WITH the paint still 
fresh on the walls, the 
Rosie’s first babies 
screamed their way 
into the world on 
October 5, 1983 - and 
thousands more have 
followed since. 

The Rosie took 
Cambridge’s NHS maternity 
care from cramped premises 
originally built as a Victorian 
workhouse to a 104-bed 
purpose-built hospital 
promising safer care for 
mothers and babies. 

Despite being an NHS 
hospital, it took a £3 million 
donation from a city-born 
millionaire Sir David 
Robinson to get it built. 

As staff and parents mark 
the anniversary, they 
celebrate in a maternity 
hospital rated as one of the 
“best performing” in 
England by the Healthcare 
Commission. 


Bethany Felstead knows 
more about the place than 
most: she gave birth to 
Emma-Jane there on Thurs¬ 
day - and was born there 
herself on October 7, 1985. 
And her husband Marc was 
also a Rosie baby 

“The support the staff give 
you is fantastic and the 
facilities are brilliant,” she 
said. 

“I was a difficult customer 
- I wanted to be in water 
before the birth and to move 
around. The staff try their 
hardest here and do 
everything they can.” 

For anyone who has ever 
wondered about the name, 
the answer leads back to the 
founding of the hospital. In 
1980, the East Anglian 
Regional Health Authority 
proposed that services should 
be moved from Mill Road 
Maternity Hospital, first built 
as a workhouse in 1838. 

Sir David, who left school 


at 14 to work in his father’s 
Cambridge bicycle shop 
before making a fortune in 
the TV rental business, put 
forward a £3 million donation 
- half the total cost. He chose 
the name Rosie in memory of 
his mum, who died giving 
birth to her 10th child in 1922. 

But Sir David made one 
demand - the hospital must 
be built before the end of 
1983. 

That put Whitehall in a 
spin, with doubts that such a 
schedule could be met. 
According to the chairman of 
the East Anglian Regional 
Health Authority chairman, 
Sir Arthur South, Margaret 
Thatcher personally urged 
her health minister and the 
Department of Health to 
make the Rosie happen 
quickly. Sir Arthur said: 
“They did, and we had a 
hospital built probably faster 
than any other in the 
country” 

Proud Lisbeth Bager was 
the first mum to give birth 
at the hospital, but perhaps 
the Rosie’s most famous 
births came on May 2, 1985, 
when 28-year-old Jane 
Underhill of Burwell gave 
birth to six babies - two 
girls and four boys - in 
three minutes. 


Midwife Sharon Shipp 
was well placed to see the 
difference the Rosie made, 
having worked at the 
hospital since it opened and 
at Mill Road Maternity 
Hospital for three years 
before that. 


She said: “When we first 
came here, we were scared 
about being sucked into a 
great big hospital like 
Addenbrooke’s. 

“But there were 
advantages to that. We 
probably didn’t appreciate 



that it would make things 
much safer. 

“The more services you 
have at the site, the safer it 
is for women.” 

The move also meant 
midwives no longer had to 
cook patients’ meals 
themselves or send blood 
samples to Addenbrooke’s 
by taxi. 

In 2005, the Rosie chalked 
up another success with the 
opening of a midwifery-led 
birth unit - designed to offer 
a more relaxed, “home-from- 
home” alternative to the 
traditional delivery wards. 

Many parents feel great 
affection for the Rosie. 
“People who come here 
always say they find it very 
supportive and friendly,” 
says Sharon. 

“With patient choice, 
women can deliver at a 
location they choose. Even 
women that move away like 
to come back here.”

Fenland better than 
neighbours in battle 
with litter problem 


NEARLY all councils in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire are failing to keep 
their streets free of litter, 
according to a Government- 
commissioned study. 

Researchers found that 
councils in Cambridge, East 
Cambridgeshire, Huntingdon¬ 
shire and Peterborough were 
blighted by “unsatisfactory” 
levels of litter. 

It meant most residents would 
consider there to be a problem 
with street rubbish, and some 
would complain to the council 
about it. 

South Cambridgeshire and 
Fenland scored better than their 
neighbours with a “satisfactory” 
rating, meaning most people did 
not think litter was a problem. 

The survey of all 353 district 
councils in England was carried 
out by the Keep Britain Tidy 
Campaign for the Department 
for Environment, Food and 
Rural Affairs between April 2006 
and March 2008. 

Andrew Allen, chairman of 
East Cambridgeshire Green 
Party, said: “People seem to 
think someone else should clean 
up, rather than doing it 
themselves. It’s a nationwide 
problem. 

“East Cambridgeshire is also a 
large rural area containing 
several landfill sites and litter is 
often blown off them into the 
countryside. 


“However, I don’t think litter 
is a major problem in the 
district. 

“In fact, it’s the environmental 
issue that I’m least concerned 
about in our area. 

“I think Ely is actually a very 
clean city and it’s right to give 
the council credit where it’s due. 

“But I suppose because East 
Cambs is a rural area, people are 
more likely to complain about 
litter as they believe it should 
look lovely.” 

However, a spokesman for 
Keep Britain Tidy called for 
more action from councils. 

He said: “There are laws in 
place enabling local authorities 
to issue on-the-spot fines. 

“We would like to see more 
people fined for plaguing our 
streets with pizza boxes, cans, 
crisps and cigarette butts. 

“But ultimately fining is just 
one way of getting the message.” 

Last month, Keep Britain Tidy 
launched The Big Tidy Up - a 
month-long litter blitz - to try to 
clean up the country. 

Litter louts can be fined up to 
£80 by local authority powers 
under the Clean Neighbour¬ 
hoods and Environment Act, 
which came into force two years 
ago. 


Car lovers 
splash out 
on plates 

CREDIT crunch - what 
credit crunch? 

Money may be tight for 
many in Cambridgeshire 
but when it comes to people 
who love their motors, there 
still seems to be plenty to 
splurge on the must-have 
accessory - a personalised 
number plate. 

The county played host to 
a three-day sale of plates by 
the Driver and Vehicle 
Licensing Agency, at the 
Haycock Hotel in Wansford, 
and many of the 
registrations have sold for 
way over their estimated 
price. 

Among the plates 
changing hands at the 
auction were BOR US 
(£5,400), TAB101D (£1,900) 
and 0007 DBS (£7,000), as 
well as a tempting one for 
fans of TV’s Top Gear 
motoring show, THE 571G. 

The Stig is the name of 
the programme’s mystery 
test driver, who hides his 
identity behind a white 
crash helmet. 

This was bought by a Lon¬ 
don car dealer, Rick Fusari, 
who paid £10,690 for it - 
more than 26 times its £400 
reserve price. 

If you wanted a plate 
celebrating the name of 
Cambridgeshire - CAM 5S - 
it would have cost you £1,900. 

There were no fans of Ely 
at the auction however - Ely 
53E was not sold. 
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Reserve welcomes early birds 


THE first wave of 9,000 wild swans 
have arrived to spend the winter at a 
wetland nature reserve near Ely. 

Every year, Whooper and Bewick’s 
swans travel thousands of miles 
from their frozen breeding grounds 
in Iceland and Russia to enjoy 
Britain’s milder climate. The birds 
land at the 1,000-acre Wildfowl and 
Wetlands Trust site at Welney, 
turning it into the largest swan roost 
in the country. 

Eight Whoopers touched down last 
week and thousands more are 
expected to arrive over the next few 
weeks. 

The plucky migrants will have 
completed a 1,200 mile journey from 


their native Iceland, including a 700 
mile crossing of the North Atlantic. 

Incredibly, Whooper swans can 
complete the ocean crossing in just 12 
hours 40 minutes - flying at speeds of 
55 miles per hour. 

The new arrivals will spend time on 
the Welney wetlands feeding up and 
recovering from their gruelling 
journey 

Reserve manager Leigh Marshall 
said: “The reserve is looking fantastic 
at the moment with the arrival of 
hundreds of ducks from their 
northern breeding areas. The first 
swans are always very exciting and 
really signal the start of autumn here 
at Welney.”

Man sent to prison 
indefinitely for 
years of sex abuse

A MAN subjected four 
girls to a 15-year cam¬ 
paign of sexual abuse 
described by a judge as 
“difficult to believe”. 

Andrew Hayton, 38, 
deliberately groomed the girls 
and manipulated them into 
silence, Cambridge Crown 
Court heard last week. 

In statements read to the 
court, one victim said she cried 
herself to sleep every night. 

Hayton, of Guernsey Way, 
Littleport, pleaded guilty to 11 
charges - three of rape, six of 
sexual assault and two of 
sexual activity with a child. 

He was jailed indeterm¬ 
inately for public protection. 
He must serve a minimum of 
six years and can only be 
released when he is judged to 
pose no risk to the public. 

Judge Jonathan Haworth told 
Hayton: “For the last 15 years 
you have committed a cam¬ 
paign of abuse which is 
difficult to believe. Indeed, it is 
only when you spend a little

time taking in the enormity of 
your behaviour that one 
realises just how serious your 
criminal conduct was.” 

He added: “It is clear you 
show little genuine apprecia¬ 
tion of the effect of your con¬ 
duct on your victims.” 

Angela Rafferty, prosecuting, 
said there was also a fifth 
victim, whose abuse began in 
1983. She said Hayton had 
“deliberately groomed” them 
and used “manipulative behav¬ 
iour” to stop them speaking 
out. 


Referring to Hayton’s claims 
that his victims were lying, Ms 
Rafferty said: “It was he who 
was lying throughout the many 
hours of interviews with the 
police.” 

In statements she read out, 
one victim described feeling 
“permanently sick” at the 
thought of the suffering of the 
other victims. Another hoped 
all the victims would be able to 
live normal lives. 

Christopher Morgan, miti¬ 
gating, highlighted Hayton’s 
guilty plea. 

Judge Haworth imposed a 
sexual offences prevention 
order, barring Hayton from 
contact with girls under 16 or 
with any of his victims. He was 
banned from working with 
children for life and must sign 
the sex offenders’ register on 
release. 

Judge Haworth praised 
Cambridgeshire Police for 
their compassion towards the 
victims. 

Det Con Jo Crisall paid 
tribute to the courage of the 
victims, and the officers who 
had now ensured Hayton was 
no longer a danger.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls.

Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
available against damage or loss.

Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out!

Drivers see costs soar 



UK MOTORISTS are now 
paying an average of 19 
per cent more to keep their 
cars on the road than in 
2007, according to an RAC 
cost index out this week. 

Annual running costs for an 
average family car have now 
soared to £2,435, which is a year- 
on-year increase of £277. 

The average cost at present is 
the equivalent of £47 a week or 
20.3p a mile and is made up of 
the cost of fuel and maintenance. 

Taking everything into 
account including cost of finance 
packages, depreciation and 
insurance, the average annual 
cost has gone up from £5,133 last 
year to £6,133 this year, with the 
average weekly cost rising from 
£98.71 to £117.94. 

The RAC said 36 per cent of 
drivers were now considering 
buying a car that was cheaper to 
run than their present model. 

But 68 per cent said they would 
not stop relying on their car until 
better public transport was made 
available. 


The RAC also revealed: 

■ 25 per cent of motorists now 
share their car more with friends 
and family 

■ 16 per cent are considering 
buying a second-hand car rather 
than a new car to avoid losing 
money through depreciation 

■ 22 per cent are thinking about 
switching to a smaller car or bike 

■ 18 per cent are considering 
changing their car for one in a 
lower insurance category 

RAC motoring strategist 
Adrian Tink said: “Our index is 
designed to help cash-strapped 
motorists by highlighting hidden 
costs, including depreciation. 

“With the credit crunch hitting 
motorists hard in their pocket, 
we encourage UK drivers now 
more than ever to take all 
potential financial implications 
of car running costs into account 
to better manage their budgets.” 

He went on: “With the majority 
of UK motorists also admitting 
that reliance on their cars would 
only change if we had more 
effective and cheaper public 
transport, the RAC is urging the 


Government to ensure money 
from motoring taxes is directly 
invested into improving the 
current public transport 
system.” 

In another survey, insurance 
company Admiral found that 39 
per cent of those polled could 
never live without their car. 

This compared with a figure of 
35 per cent last year, while the 
number who said they could 
possibly or definitely live 
without their car fell from 16 per 
cent last year to just 11 per cent. 

A total of 16 per cent of the 
2,500 motorists surveyed said they 
expected to drive fewer miles over 
the next year, with only nine per 
cent expecting to drive more. 

Car dependency was most 
prevalent in Northern Ireland 
where only two per cent said they 
could possibly or definitely live 
without their car. 

In contrast, 24 per cent of 
Londoners envisaged a life 
without their vehicle. 

Northern Ireland was the only 
part of the UK where drivers 
expected to drive more over the

next year. As many as 21 per cent 
of Londoners expected to do 
fewer miles over the next 12 
months. 

Admiral managing director 
Sue Longthorn said: “All the 
evidence suggests motorists are 
using their cars less, and this is 
probably because of the current 
high cost of fuel. 

“What our survey shows is that 
despite planning to drive less 
miles, most motorists are not 
willing to give up their cars 
completely”

LPG delivers savings bonus 



■ THE PROTON GEN-2 ECOLOGIC ... a better drive than you might expect. 


THERE was a time in the 
not-too-distant past when 
LPG was heralded as the 
answer to soaring fuel 
prices. 

The government even offered 
motorists a grant to convert their 
vehicles to run on the alternative 
fuel. A few manufacturers began 
producing vehicles that ran on 
LPG and a network of LPG filling 
stations sprang up around the 
country in preparation for the 
revolution. So why aren’t we all 
driving LPG cars already? Because 
the government decided to pull the 
plug on the grants and, left with a 
conversion fee of around £1,500 to 
£2,000 and a dwindling number of 
filling stations offering LPG, 
drivers decided perhaps it wasn’t 
such a great idea after all. 

But now LPG is back on the 
radar in the form of Proton’s new 
GEN-2 ecoLogic cars. The

Malaysian manufacturer has been 
supplying more 300 of the dual¬ 
fuel cars to the Humberside police 
for the last ten years and the boys 
in blue say they have made savings 
of around £300,000 during that 
time. With that in mind, Proton 
has extended the dual-fuel system 
to its passenger cars in the hope 
that the potential savings on offer 
will appeal to the economical 
motorist. 

The only engine on offer with 
the GEN-2 ecoLogic is a 1.6-litre 
HObhp Cam Pro unit. It’s worth 
remembering that this powerplant 
has been developed in 
collaboration with Lotus, which 
Proton owns, and it provides a 
better drive than you might 
expect. It produces reasonable 
torque in the mid and upper 
ranges but you’ll need to work the 
gearbox to get some speed up at 
lower revs. Fortunately this isn’t 
too much of a hardship as the 
standard manual gearbox is a slick 
system. 0-60mph is reached in 12.6 
seconds and it can achieve a top 
speed of 124mph. Maximum 
torque of 1081b ft produced at 
4,000rpm. 

The GEN-2 ecoLogic runs on 
petrol for around 20 seconds after 


turning the ignition key, before 
switching to LPG when it is most 
economical to do so. This means 
you will have to demonstrate a 
certain amount of forward 
thinking and ensure that there is 
always a bit of petrol in the tank 
so you don’t get caught out. But 
aside from that it’s a hassle-free 
system, with the fuel source 
controlled by a switch next to the 
gearstick. Four lights next to the 
switch act as a fuel gauge and tell 
you how much LPG you have left 
in the tank. Switching between the 
two is seamless, with only a very 
small loss of power noticeable 
when running on LPG and even 
then, only when climbing steep 
hills. 

At around 60p a litre for LPG, a 
Proton GEN-2 ecoLogic is going to 


be very cheap to run. Fuel 
consumption is increased slightly 
when using LPG but not enough to 
cancel out the benefits brought 
from the low cost of the 
alternative fuel. As previously 
mentioned, converting a car to run 
on LPG will cost around £1,500 to 
£2,000 but Proton has absorbed 
that cost them-selves, meaning the 
initial outlay for one of thea LPG 
models will not cost a penny more 
than a standard model. 

Basically 

If you drive 10,000 miles in one 
year with the cost of petrol and 
LPG at £1.12 and 58p respectively, 
your savings should be in the 
region of £500. That’s the sort of 
saving that shouldn’t be 
considered lightly.

Think of repair costs when buying used 


IT’S becoming increasingly 
important in today’s tough 
financial climate to factor 
in as many costs as possible 
when buying a used car. 

Fuel and insurance bills are 
fairly easy to sort out, but the real 
unknown quantity is repair costs. 

You might be one of those lucky 
buyers who drops on a real used 
bargain and then never has a bit 
of trouble with the car - but it’s a 
sad fact of life that many drivers 
do experience mechanical 
breakdowns with second-hand

wheels, and repairs rarely come 
cheap. 

Which is why listings such as 
Warranty Direct’s reliability 
index are a good thing, and 
provide strong, realistic pointers 
towards what those breakdowns 
could cost, should they occur. 

Across 10 of the biggest-selling 
cars in the UK in 2007, for 
example, Warranty Direct’s index 
reveals that the Vauxhall Vectra is 
the costliest to run, with an 
average bill of £315.28. 

Even so, says Warranty Direct, 
one of Britain’s leading car 
warranty providers, it is not as 
likely to break down as often as 
the hatchbacks from Peugeot and 
Renault - where every year a 
third of the latter’s Megane small 
family models record a failure, 
and a £246 repair bill. 

Overall, Renault’s Espace is the 
least reliable car in the index’s top 
100 - which can be viewed online 
at www.reliabilityindex.co.uk - 
with an astonishing 71 per cent 


breaking down in years four or 
five. 

Not surprisingly, given their 
reputation to date, the cheapest 
vehicles to run according to 
Warranty Direct are small 
Japanese cars. 

Toyota’s Yaris and the Honda 
Jazz attract average yearly 
remedial bills of just £89 and £106 
respectively, and are joined in the 
best 10 by the Nissan Micra, Ford 
Ka and Vauxhall Corsa. 

“The cost of parts and labour 
on some models is shocking, and 
really comes into play once a car 
leaves the protection of its 
manufacturer warranty,” 
Warranty Direct’s Duncan 
McClure Fisher says. 

“A lack of reliability and 
repeated visits to the workshop 
mean the only real winner here is 
the garage.” 

So, before taking the plunge 
with a used-car buy, it is worth 
taking the trouble to check out 
what this firm has listed as 


possible repair costs. 

Meanwhile, there is light 
showing on the motor trade’s 
second-hand sales horizon, 
according to one leading UK trade 
price-guide publisher. 

While new car sales in 
September proved difficult for 
many dealers, Britain’s used-car 
market enjoyed a minor revival, 
reports EurotaxGlass’s, publisher 
of Glass’s Guide to Used Car 
Values. 

This improvement in fortunes 
was most notable for its polarised 
nature, with consumer demand 
governed more than usual by 
price and size of car. 

“The biggest increase in retail 
activity was concentrated on cars 
priced up to £5,000, although 
demand for those priced up to 
£10,000 was also reasonably 
positive,” explains Adrian 
Rushmore, managing editor of 
Glass’s Guide. 

“Small and supermini cars 
attracted the greatest revival of

interest, with many lower- 
medium family cars also being 
actively sought. Upper-medium 
cars fared moderately well, 
provided the engine size was no 
greater than two litres.” 

“Beyond this point, the market 
appeared to be less certain, but 
the fairly severe retail price 
realignments that have been 
necessary in recent months have 
had the effect of making many of 
these premium cars a more 
tempting proposition for 
consumers.”

Most economical model is 
the 2.0TD, with an overall 
mpg of 55.4, and best used- 
buys have the 1.8-litre 
petrol engine. 

UsedCarExpert.co.uk has 
a lengthy pre-buy checklist 
of 17 faults, and prices a 
2002 1.4 Desire with 49,000 
average miles at £2,600. 

■ Fiat Stilo: “The Stilos are 
roomy, good value and 
always cheap. Their 


unpopularity as a new buy 
meant discounts were 
offered to move them, so 
that trend continues on the 
used market,” Tumbridge 
says. “They all have lots of 
standard equipment, and 
petrol-powered examples 
offer the best value.”
